Smith and his colleague, Lieut, Leigh 
Wade. with their mechanics, still at 
H o lto n Day, Kirkwall, forced to re­ 
turn, by the enemy of air, fog. 
T bs two pairs of aviators turned 
back from their attempt to make Ice­ 
land a\*ter driving about thirty miles. 
But. Lteut. Nelson pushed through a 
clear hale in the fog from an altitude 
of 3,000 feet, to a clear level under 
the fog. avnd Smith and Wade heard 
of him aga^n only in reports from the 
destroyers Billingsley and Reid and 
the Cruiser Raleigh, announcing his 
spectacular 
flight 
into 
Iceland 
waters. 
Smith and Wade will attempt to re 
join Nelson if the reports received 
by the 
cruiser 
Richmond, 
which 
again is anchoring outside Houston 
Bay, allow another 
trip 
tomorrow. 
Lieut. Nelson will rest in Iceland un­ 
til his commander can catch up to 
him, so that the three 
planes

Lieutenants Smith and Wade were 
Jteenly dejwessed tonight that sucn 
^ill-fortune should have befallen them 
so quickly after their European jump 
off before they had time to under­

This is only the second time the

times in front of Smith, attempting 
to make the wind from his propeller 
raise the watertied plane. 
At the fifth attempt. Wade suc­ 
ceeded in malting sufficient swells 
to loosen Smith’s plane. 
Then all 
three airplanes made

start for 
their 
jump 
to 
Iceland. 
They headed for the open sea at 
the bay of Skaill, and followed the 
coast northwest to Birsay, w'here 
they ran into a heavy fog which 
obscured their path from tne top 
of the water up to a distance of 
3,000 feet. 
They were trapped in 
the center of this fog. 
Nelson and Wade, following close­ 
ly after Smith made the turn east­ 
ward and came to an open space. 
They 
continued 
northward 
but 
shortly again were trapped by the 
fog which, however had a ceiling 
some 
500 
feet 
above 
the 
water. 
Wade, giving The Associated Tress 
a description of this second trap, 
said that as soon as the planes 
hit the thick center of the fog, they 
got close together.

PREDICTS TERRIFIC 
SPEED FOR FUTURE 
STOCKHOLM, Aug. “—Flights be­ 
tween Europe and America in two 
hours at an altitude of IO miles and 
with 2,000 horsepower motors, are 
forecast by 
S. LIndequist, 
a well 
known Swedish airplane constructor, 
in a statement published by a lead­ 
ing Stockholm x>aper. 
One of the greatest aims in avia­ 
tion in the immediate future should 
he to cut down the flying time be­ 
tween continents, says Mr. 
Linde- 
quist, and this probably can be done 
by flying at extremely high altitudes. 
The effect of gravitation 
decreases 
with the increase in altitude, and it 
has been estimated, he says, that a 
plane which has a speed of IOO railes 
an hour near the surface of the earth 
can attain a speed of 1,200 miles an 
hour at an altitude of about IO miles. 
At such a height the rarity of the 
atmosphere would constitute a dis­ 
advantage 
both 
to 
the 
ordinary 
motor 
and the ordinary 
propeller. 
But this difficulty can be overcome, 
declares Mr. Lindequist, by using a 
propeller with adjustable blades, so 
that the pitch of the blades could be 
altered with the density of the air, 
and by using special compressors for 
the motor which would compensate 
for the decrease in barometric pres­ 
sure at high altitudes. 
Such a mo­ 
tor would probably have to develop 
about 2,000 horsepower. 
Mr. Linde- 
quist declares that the problems of 
the adjustable propeller and aerial 
compression motor can be solved.

BEETLE THREATENS 
APPLE DAMAGE 


By the Associated Press. 
COLUMBIA, 
Mo., 
Aug. 2.—The 
Missouri apple crop is not yet out of 
danger, according to Professor Leon­ 
ard Baseman of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture here, who says that 
the crop in this section is now un­ 
dergoing a serious 
attack 
by the 
snout beetle, or apple eurculio. 
This pest, Mr. Haseman said, is 
particularly prevalent in the Waver­ 
ly orchard district along 
the 
Mis­ 
souri River. The beetle is about the 
size of a grain of wheat and has a 
long bill with which it bores into 
the surface of the fruit. 
In these 
holes it deposits eggs and in a very 
brief period worms hatch out and 
destroy the fruit. 
Missouri orchardists are using the 
only reliable 
method 
against 
the 
beetle, the professor added, which is 
repeated sprayings of a solution of 
arsenate of lead. He added that or­ 
chards which are eulitvated are not 
as likely to be badly infested as 
those which are kept sodded the year 
around.
